Wherefore 
Itisa thing greatly to be wiſh- 
ed, that men'would repent 8 
preparethemſelues todie inthe 
time of health beforethe day of 
death or {ickne{ſecome: Laſtly, 
itis alleadged that one of the 
theeues repented , vpon the 
croile.

Now in all 
theſe reſpets, godly men haue 
cauſe not to feare and ſorrow, 
but to reioyce in their owne 
death and the death of others. 
Thirdly,if the day of death 
beſo excellet,yeaa __ hap- 
pineſſe, thenitis lawfull to de- 
{iredeath,and men doe not al- 
 waiesſinneinwithing of death. 
Pawul faith, 1 defire to be dfſaluea: 
and againe, 0 miſerable man,whi 
foal deliner me from this bowie 
of death? Yet this deſiremult not 
bee ſiwple, but reſtrained witl 
certen reſpetgwhicharetheſc 
Firft, death mult bee deſired 6 
farre forth asit js __ , 
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free vs from the berepilan of 
our nature;ſecondly, as. it 1s a 
meanesto bring vs to the im- 
mediate fellowſhip of Chriſt 6& 
God himſelfein heauen. Third- 
ly,death may be lawfully deſt- 
redin aibedt of the troubles 8& 
miſceries of this life,two caucats 
beeing obſerued: the firſt, that 
this defire muſtnot beimmode- 
rate:the ſecond;it mult bee jioy- 
ned with ſubmiſhon and ſubie- 
Qion to the good pleaſure of 
God.If either of theſe bee wan- 
ting,thedeſireisfaulty;&there- 
fore Tob, and Teremie, and Jonas

On the contrariealſo aman 
may delire acontinufice of life. j 
Excobias.prajed and delived to 16.8. + 
live-whenhe heard the mellage 18 , 
of preſent death;thathee might

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doe ſeruice to God. And Pay 

hil.,, deliredto livezin regard of the 

4925 Philippians,that hee might fur. 
ther their faith, though in re- 
gard of himſelfe to die was ad- 
uantage to.him. 

Laltly,if death ioyned with 
reformatio oflife be ſo bletled, 
then the death of the vnbelee- 
uingand -vnrepentant ſinner is 
every way curſed & moſt hor- 

rible. Reaſons are theſe: Firſt,it 
isthe deſtruRion ofnature, and 
the wages of their (ins.Second- 
ly,in it there is no comfort of 
theſpirit to be found, no miti- 
gatio of paine,& no good thing 
that may counteruaile the miſe- 
ries thereof. Thirdly,that which 
is the molt fearefullthing of all, 
bodily death is the beginning 
of eternall death, deſperation, 
and infernall torment, without 
| hope of deliverance. Therefore | 
as 
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dying —— mn 
as | began ſo 1 end; have care 
tolivewelland die well.

with ſome grieuo0ustemptatio: 
and when atlength he was rat 
{ed in his bedde;they asked him 
how he did, and what was tht 
cauſe of his much {ighing, to
